jolly number vf Criminals were Committed to the 
Marſhalſea, as Commiſſion'd meft by the Late 
Kizr James, and ome by Xing Lewis, moſt, or 
rather a!l of chem Triſh-Men, the quondam Dartlings 
of the lare Reign, empour'd by their Two great 
Maſters to exerciſe their Native 7-:/þ Facuity Rap- 
pariſia, and to prey upon all the SubjeCts of England, 
without Exception, or DiſtinRtion, With this am- 
ple Power ſo derived, it was their Fortune, chac 
their Succeſs, nor much unlike their Cauſe, was 


none of the b«!t; and after a long Impriſonment, 


and a lingring ExpeRation of their Fate, they were 
Yeſterday, the 26th. Inftant, brought to their 7ry- 
z/s, in this following Manner, 


Firſt, By a Commiſſion of Oyer and 
Terminer, which was handed by no leſs 
thari His Grace the Duke af Norfolk, and 
Earl-Matſhall of England; They were 
brotighr to the Bar at the Marſhalſes be- 
fore the Honourable Sr. Charles Hedges, 
Judge of the High-Court of Admiralty, 
attended by the Lord Chiet Juſtice of 
the Conimon-Pleas, and the Recorder of 
the City of London; There were preſent 
there no leſs than 3DQukes: and Earls, and 
Lords, and other Perſons of the higheſt 
Quality in England, more than we pte- 
tend to Number, 
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They were Indicted under this Charge 
of Pyrates, Robbers, and Felons, and e- 
veral of cheir Commiſſions, both from 
the late King, and the French King, were 
publickly Read in open Court ;z where, 
after a-long Ts y aL, beginning about $8 
ia the Morning, and not ending ill abour \, 
7 at Night, with very ſufficient Evidence 
againſt them; Nine, out of Fourteen of 
them ( for that was their Number ) Re- 
ceived Sentence of Death. 

Firſt, Thomas Tones, Captain Golden, 
and one Gold, the more Capial Criminals, 
were Sentenced to be Drawn, Hang'd, 
and Quarter'd. 

Next Six others Receiy'd Sentence to be 
only Hang'd. Two more were Acquitted, 
One Bailed, and the other Two continu- 
ed Priſoners, the Evidence being nor full 
againſt them. | 

'The Crowds of SpeRators is ſcarcely 
to be imagined ; For Southwark has hard- 
ly been known to have had ſo rumerous 
a Concourle of People, as on this Occaſion. 
Some of them (poſlibly the hardieſt of 
them ) bore their Sentence with a Manly 
Reſolution and Bravery ; and others with 
as much DejeQion and Timidicy.
